Rochester—The Killed and Wonnded,

Rooneerer, Jan. 7.—The followleg are the
particulurs of the terrible accident that ocourred
hiere last nighl at the school-house of Bt Peter
and St Paul's Church:—An Epiphany festival
sud concert was being held there for the benefit
ol the school, and without any warning a por-
tion of the second floor, about 25 feet in length
by 40 In width, fell with at errible erash to the
floor beneath, precipitating its load of human
fre'ght into ome maosa with the broken joists
nnd beame, A scene of the wildest excitement
accarred, and the grosns of the wounded, min-
gled with the eries and calls of those in search
of misslog friends, were heartrending in the
extreme. Many ln their excitement jumped
from the windows, and from every door and
means of escape the oceupants of the baildiog
poured out, ns if to escape Impending danger,
Tnere were 1500 people in the assemblage at the
time of the nceident, There was quite a large
audience on the floor that fell, lstentng to the
musie,

Upon the floor below, or first portion which
recelved most of the falling mass, @ number of
Indles were engaged In washing dishes: but

fortunately the ends of the joists clung to the |

wall eufliciently to formn & protection, and most
of them escaped uninjured. Eight persons were
killed outright, three or four were danger-
ously injared, and at least fifty persons were
wounded,

Seward's Liutest Speculation Ventlinted
—What thie Upshiot Will He,

The documents in the 8t, Thomas case are so
volominons that nothive hike a fall abstraet
could be made In a single despatch. They are
ull of a coufidentinl charascter, but their contents
bave been recently, ln whole or 1 part, stated
to several persons, uud some of their principal
polnis therelore cao be giveu. Toe correspond-
ence began four years pgo this mouth, viz., in
Juavouwry, 1865, daring the Presidency of Mr,
Lincoln,

At that time Mr, Sewurd indleated s desire to
purchuse the iglan s, saying, 1n substancs, that
they properly belonged to this conntry nod were
wanted fora stution. The Davish Minster was
wholly disinclired towards u gale, and g0 ex-
pressed himself, bat, at Mr. Seward's reqaest,
trapsmitted the proposition to his Governmaent,
In the course of the épring came an answer
thut the King of Denmark had no wish to sell,
and did oot think It proper to entertalu the
Rirupuamun. In Apsil occurred the death of

r. Lincoln sand the accession of Mr, Johuson
10 his oftice, and then in the summer follo wed
u change in the Danlsh home government, In
the fall of 1866 Mr. Seward renewed his ad-
vances for a purchase,

The King of Denmark was then under new
influences, and our Govervment was informed
thut the question of sule was now a question of
money, The following winter Mr, Fredefick
W, Beward went to Cuba and St, Thomas, and
after his return Secrelury Seward was more
anxlous than ever to get possession of the
Dapish Islands, Early in the year 1806 he asked
the Miunister here to mame a price., General
Raasloff responded that this was not his pro-
vinece, that bis Government was not aaxious Lo
sell, that if it did so at all It would be out of
good-will to the United States, and that if Mr,
Seward wanted to buy he must make sn otfer
for their consideration,

Here our Secretary puaused, and for some
months nothing seems to have been done, In
the sumimer of 1866 General Raasloff went home
on & lewve of absence, and justas he was leaving
here Mr, Beward gave him a letter formally
ofleriog  $5,000,000 for three islands of St
Thomag, Ban Jusn, and 8t. Crolx. In the fall
we were answered that Denpmark would not sell
for this figure, MeanUme the purchass had
been recommended officlally by the Becretary
of the Navy, and it was warmly indorsed by
Presldent Johnson, and at least s majority of
his Oabinet, Mr, Seward represented to the
Dantsh Minister that wbatever waus done by the
executive head of our Government would of
course be sanctioned by the Senste, aud thut
the whole country would approve the nction of
the Senate In ratifying the porchase, The fact
that negoliations were golog on was generally
kuown: the newspapers casually commented
upon the matter, but none of the Influentinl
oues took ground sgainst the purchase, Toe
Danish Minister was theretors persanded to
belleve that the people of the Upited States

really wented the islands, aud ultigately sQ

reported to h's Government. Tn the winter
1866 Mr, Beward azain brouzbt forward u?:
